Miranda was a man of learning and 
ability, with courteous manners and a 
glib, persuasive tongue. A master of 
languages, he claimed to have ac- 
quired Greek after he was forty years 

old. He first entered the Spanish 
army and rose to the rank of colonel. 
While stationed at Havana, in the 
engineer corps, he was commissioned 
to Jamaica to survey the fortifi- 
cations and report on their strength 
and condition. To disguise his char- 
acter and designs he was allowed to 
;)e $10,000 worth of oommodi- 
On his return lie was arrested 

for malfeasanoe in exceeding the 

limits of his permission. His proper- 
ty *wai the cause carried to 
Madrid and decided against him. He 
then absconded and became a Spanish 
outlaw . 

He was in Hussia at (he outbreak 
of the French Revolution, and at once 
repaired to Paris where he obtained 
favor, fortune, and place under the 
protection of 1'cthion. Employed in 
the French army in the quality of a 
general officer, he went first to Cham- 
pagne, afterwards to Belgium where he 
superceded Labourdonnage and was 
subordinate only to Dnmourier. 

For the affair of Ncrwiude he was 
tried by the Revolutionary Tribunal, 
and after an acquittal was again ar- 
rested, lie tried to justify himself 
before the bar of the Convention, but 
did not obtain his liberty until the 
fall of the mountain (collapse of 
Revolution.) By some his retreat, 
exposing the right wing and center of 
the French army to the whole weight 
of the enemy, was ascribed to ad. sire 
orifice his rival. Valence. 

In 1196 he attempted to recover his 
lost influence by scr ing tic 
tion against th s, but did not 

.1. He was again arrested and 
sentenced to be transported b 
the limits of France, lie got away 
from the body s, who 

were charged to conduct him to the 
frontiers and appealed to tin- Direc- 
tory for a revision of his sentence. 
This business was kept in train until 
he was included in the grand deporta- 
tion, lie then went to London, 
which became his most constant 
>f residence, and there be ac- 
cumulated a superb library. 

Dnmourier said n he was batter 
versed in the theory of war than any 
of the French generals, but not in the 
practice." He great traveller, 

and visited almost every part of the 
European world : went to Constanti- 
nople, Troy, Athens, Babylon, Jeru- 
salem, and Smyrna. Ho visited the 

United States in i:s:i, bis mind full 

of reform, innovation, liberty and 
philosophy. After he became a Span- 
ish outlaw, it was his pet pioject to 
some time revolutionize bis native 
country bordering on the Spanish 
Main. In London he tried to interest 
the English Ministry, but failed : 
however he obtained influential back- 
ing in other quart) 

In L80o he hit England, and arrived 

in New York in November, under 
thea/tCMOfG 'I art in. lie flit- 

ted back and forth between there and 
Washington, in i ret prepara- 

tions for his expedition —with result 

as per in \ mercantile house 

in New S'ork furnished him with a 
ship and its armament. lb' gave 
them three bills; one of £5,000, One of

Only the last (wo bills were ever paid. 
At ibis lime Miranda was ranked 
by some writers as the peer of Napo 
Icon and Sloane. His name earned 
such terror to the Spaniards ihat they 
subscribed $40,000 for his head. In 
London he was welcomed in the high- 
est oil i. literature and 
politics. lb' was a brilliant conversa- 
tionalist, produced and weighed the 
merits and del. oholars, heroes.

Host— Aug. *,., 1806. " \W Capt. 
Sutcr, just arrived from Laguira in 
the Endymion, we are informed that 
the men taken in Miranda's schooners 
ware all executed, their heads cut off 

ami stuck on poles along shore. 

Note: Only ten were executed. i 
am in error that but one schooner was 
captured. The Bacchus and its men 
were also taken, the Leander only 
escaping by throwing over her guns. 

Host— Auo. ->-J, 1806. " We find 
by an arrival at Baltimore from 
Trinidad, that Miranda sailed from 
these July 85th, accompanied 
ship, two brigs and three or four 
schooners." 

Poet Sept. 1H, 1806. "Miranda 
had captured Corn, had 800 to 400 
men, was surrounded by 2000 to 1000 
Spanish troops." 

If the last two paragraphs were 
correct, he must have been joined by 
English ships and men after he lost 
the Bee ami Hacclms.

Callaudet, and 
Mr. Maun were, through the courtesy 
of those present, permitted to speak at 
the Cork Church Confeieiii 
church work amongst the deaf. It is 
a matter of great faithfulness to be 
able to record that at last a way has 
been opened for the furtherance of 
mission work amongst our less fortu- 
nate brothers and sisters. Principal- 
ly owing to help rendered by the 
Mule Missionary Society, \ have 
been enabled to hold meetings during 
the year at Deny, Hortadow n, 
Armagh. Coleranie, Lisburn, Omagh, 
Carrickfcrgus, Killylcagh, Ballvmena, 
Banbridge, and Dungannon.
